Project consists of clearing and grubbing; removal of existing grouted rock protection
at the Marlay Avenue and R/R spur structures; removal of grouted rock, rail and wire
revetment, and bottom controls along the existing earth channel; miscellaneous rubble
and rock removal; channel excavation and construction of concrete channel and
channel bottom access ramps; construction of reinforced concrete box culvert at
Philadelphia Street, importing fill material from Jurupa Basin; installation of drainage
inlets, reinforced concrete pipe and pipe collars, channel side drain outlet structures,
gauging stations, and access ladders; installation of chain link fences and gates;
